THIS elegant modern edifice, the feat of Sir John Boyd, Bart is fituated in the jparifh of Bexley, in county of Kent; and 
prefents itfelf confpicuoufiy to every traveller, between the ten and eleven mile llones, on the Dover road from London, a little be- 
yond Wellen, to the right: being at no great diftance from Belvidere Houfe, the fine feat of Lord Eardley, which ftands on the left 
of Welleiu , 

The houfe denves it’s name from the elevation on whifh it is ercftedi called DaIison near vvhkh alfo ftands a good modern 

building, the residence of J. Baring, Efq. 

Danson Miih Houfe is uniformly built, hiding two handfome wings ; and It conMns fever^ capital apartments^ fitted up and fur- 
niflied widt fuitable elegance and tafte. 

The grounds are judicioufly laid out, and the feenery is enriched by i fine &cet of Wj^eri wHkh^ crowned by, the a<^oinii3g

THIS town, whidi is the capital of the county of the fame name, is fituated on die wedem baidc of the Dement, at the diftanoe of 
one hundred and twenty-fix miles from London. It had ^Is formerly i and, in die fouth-eaft comer, thwe once flood a caftle, of 
uduch there are not how foe fmalleft remains. The Danes, who held their head-quarters in this town, were put to the fwotd \y 
Efoelfleda, at the head of the Mercians. 

Dbrby, foough populous, and divided into five pariftes, is not remarkable for any confiderable trade. It is, however, the rcfidence 
of many verjl genteel fianilies. The townhad foiwwrly, befides foe collegiate church, three monafteriesi and there were feveral others 
la Ae neighbourhoo(l. 

•The tower of All Saints church is a beautifidGofoideftruaure, one hu»Jtedan4fcv«nty-ei^t feet inheigjitj and was eredted, in 
the reign of Queen Mary, at die jennt enpcncc of the maidens and batchelors of Da* B'it. 

The town, tdiich is govorned by a mayor, returns two members to parliament^ and gives the tide Of Earl to the Stanley family. It 

has diree jvcekly markets j and eight annual fiurs, duefly for cheefcjhorfes, and black cattle. 

In foe year 1745, Dbrbv was die extreme limit of die Scots HigWanders incurfion. At this plscq they were ftruefc 

widi a fudden panick, and predpitately returned into fodr own country, till they were utterly difperfed at Cdloden. 

Over the River Derwent, tditcb has heen made navigable into the T rent, is a bandfome ftone bridge. 

The firft filk-aiill built in fois kpadosh organized or forown filk, and for a perfi^ model of which Sir Thomas Lombe obtained 
flvm the parliament a grant 0/14,00^. appears in foe centre of the annexed view, which is taken fremfoeNew Bridge.. The

The cftate formerly belimged to die ancient femily h<xca whence it derives iPl naihei whiidi had been of much confidferation in th# 
county ever fince the reign of Edward die Fourth} and it was poiTcfled by die heirefsof the (amouS Sir Bulilrodc Whitelocke, one 
Cromweirs lords, till fome time fubfequent to die Reftoration; It afwrwards- Belonged to the notorious Judge Jeffries } and, in con-» 
fequence of his attatiideri became forfeited to the crown, and vm granted by King William the Third to the hrft Earl of Pordand, who 
came over from Holland with that fovereign* . > 

Un^r the aufptccs of this ifluftribus fomily, BirtSTEonE has derived moft of it ^ prefent excellence* 

The hdufe is large, magnificent^ and commodious } and the fuites of noble and fplciidid apartments contain many fiiie pidhires, and 
other works of virtu, though die (ale of ihe Im Dutchefs Dowager of Portland's curious and valuable mufeuth hat certainly rendered die 
internal beauty of Bci^stuode iefs attra^ive than it was in her Grace's lifo-dme. 

BuLSTRoOa Park Is remarkably extenflye, yet it is ftill more reoiarkable for not c<»itaining a flngle leyd acre | being compofed of 
perpetual fwells^and Hopes, improved by ioittered plantations, difpofvl with fudi admirable tade, as to form, on dM whole, one of the 
mod cfelightful parks in die kii^dom. It is charmingly docked widi deer } which, appearii^ in troops on the various dfos, give peculiar 
beauty to the enchandfigly pi^lurefque feenery of BuasTaooi.

The cattle, fuppofed to have been built upwards of years, ftinds ona finaU eminence near Ae river, juft above 
Bridge. It is of a quadrangular form, having it's fide* paraUel with the walls of the city. The noble and lofty tower in Ae fou*^ 
angle of this cattle, can be diftinaiy feen at the ^ce of twenty miles. From this elevation there is a pletfmg prolbea of the fur- 
rounding country, including the city and wljacent towns, Chatham dock-yard, barracks, &c. Few building*, of equal hn^ty, are ua 
fo perfea a ftate as *is cattle, which is well worthy the infpeaion of ail who admire the venerable remain* ^ ^leiH arAi^ure. 

The cathedral, which is dedicated to St Andrew, is of equal antiquity with the iaftle, being rebuilt bylifliop Gundulp^ m toS<^ 
Formerly, there were five other churches, but three only arc now fianding.-^l'herc |rQ fevera! mceting^iouihs m this city i audit 

abounds with ttfeful public charities. ^ ^ 

The fingular charity of Mr. Watts deferves to be particularly mentioned. This gentleman, who died, September JS79>

Before the prefent ftone-bridge was built at ROCHESTER, over the Medway, there was a wooden one, fituated m a hire witti ^ 
principal ftrects of Rochettcr and Stroud; and confequentlyin a more eligible f.tuation, if the.bed of the river was in that part equally 
good. The inconvenience, however, of departing from th? regular line, is now in feme d^ee obviated by a recent mgemous al^tm

THIS fine feat of the Right Honourable Lord E ardUy, late Sir Sampson G IDEOH, is chaitningly fituated, on the brow of a fine 
hill near Erith* in the county of Kent j at the diftance of about fourteen miles from the metropoHsi and one mile and a half from the 

River Thames* . . \ a 

The innumerable fliips employed in the immenfe trade of London* feen continually failing up and down the river* with a moll ex- 
tenfive view of the fine country thany miles ott the other fide the Thames ; form* together, the moft pleafing and intercfting fcenes 
imaginable. The iidand view, though totally of a different nature* is fcarcely lefs delightfiil, in the eye of thofe who admire the beautifiil 

fcenes of pure and ftmplc Nature, than that which overlooks the Thames. 

The manfion, as originally conftruded, being found too mdeh confined for his lordlhin’s cftatlifiimcnt, he fome years fince crci^ed 
prefent very noble edifice j leaving only one apartment, a moft elegant drawing-room, in the fame ftate as this family rcfidcnce 
was firft built by his father, 

BelvidIRE H^use contains a fine collection of pi^lures by the very firft mafters j aird it abounds with odier works of virtd, well 
worth the attention of the curious. 

The grounds are laid out In a ftile of the moft enchanting dtft% beauty, and fimpUcity $ and the whole together forms ot^e of the very 
heft feats in the county*

COVENTRY.

THE city of Covbntrv, from Ae number of ancient religiou* houfes, the various privileges and peculiar patronage of feveral of 
our kijigs, muft formerly have been a place of confidcrable eminence. Of the magnificent monaftery, founded by Loofric, Earl of 
Mcrcis'fcw traces exift j but a handfome tower and fpire, the only remains of a church formerly belonging to Ae Grey F riars and feen 
on the right-hand of the view, ferve to point out the fpot where that religious houfe flood. More confiderable are the j-emains of the 
While Friars ; the gateway, cloifters and many other parts of this monaftery, being in their original ftate. St. Mary s Hall, eredled 
early in the reign of Henry the Sixth, for th^mcetiugs of the principal guild, and the ufe of the corporation, is ornamented with curiou* 
portraits of feveral of the kings of England, in painted glafs ; as well as the arms and portraits of illuftrious perfons, admitted members of 
the guild ; the roof is adorned with many weU-carved figures j and, at the upper end of the hall, titerc is a very curious piece of tapeftry. 

But the chief boaft of the city is St. Michael’s church} the tower and fpire of which were called, b)- Sir Chriftopher Wren, a mafter- 
piece of architcaure, and the elegance and fymmetry of it's parts render it the moft beauHfu! fteeple in Europe: it’s height is one hundred 
yards. The church is fpacious} and the lofty middle aifle, two hundred fifty long, fupported by uncommonly high and airy pillars, is much 
admired. In the fame cemetery ftands Trinity church } vidvich, but for it’s towering neighbour, would be’efteemed a fine ftrudture. St. 
John’s is a neat building, with a tower rifmg out of the centre. The other chief publ ick buildings are—the F ree School } the I « wn Halli 
Drapers Hall, &c. The beautiful Ctofs, fo much fpoken of, after being fulFered gradually to decay, was in 1771 entirely taken down. 

This city was inclofed with embattled ftone walls, began in 1 355, and which were three miles in circumference, fortified with twenty- 
fix towers: but Charles II. ordered them to be demolilhed, becaufe the city held out againft his fether. The gates, twelve in number^ 
were fuftered to remain ; but the principal ones have been at various times taken down, and only three are at prefent ftanding. 

The firft incorporation of the city was in the i8th year of Edward III, The prefent charter was granted by James I. under which the 
city is governed by a mayor and ten aldennen, who are juftices of the peace within the city and county ; there arc alfo a recorder, fteward, 
coroner, two chamberlains, and two wardens. 

Coventry is ninctv-one miles diflant from London: it’s greateft length, including the fuburbs, one mile and a half, and it s breadth 
about half a mile. Before the diflblution, the population is faid by Dugdale to have amounted to 1 5,000. perfons } but, after that event, 
tlic inhabitants, from decay of trade, were compelled to quit the city, fo that not more than 3000 remained in the third year of Edward VI. 
The prefent population is eftimated at 25,000, It fends two members to parliament. 

Rcfpeaing the popular ftory of Godiva, it will be fufficient to fay— that, till within about twenty years, there exifted a painting, in a 
window of Trinity church, put up in the time of Richard II. reprefenting Lcofric and Godiva; that a very ancient wooden figure, called 
Peeping Tom, is placed as looking out from a houfe in High Street} and fltat there is an annual proccflion,oiv the great fair day, in which 
a woman, with a drefs fitted clofe to her body, reprefenting the celebrated patronefs of the city, rides Uirough the principal ftreets, attendea 
by the mayor, aldermen, and the different companies. 

In the city of Coventry, whicli unites with Lichfield to form abifhop’s fee, the manufadure of ribbands is very extcafive.

MIDDLETON HOUSE, the feat of Robert Hepburn, Elq. of Clarkington, in the county of Mid Lothian, Is a neat country 
refideiice, and very pieafantly fituated, about twelve miles fouth-wcft of Edinburgh, on a regular elevation, commanding a great vsieiety 
of beautiful profpcds; among which are die famous chain of PtMrtiand Hills, many miles in extents with die city of Edinburgh, the 
and odier interefting objects* 

The land about the houfe Is in a high ftate of cultivation; on which, under the direftion of it’s owner, the drill hufbandry is praftifed 
with fuccds. 

This eftate, which has die village of Middleton attached to it, confifts of feveral thoufand acres; affording a very extenfive {beep 
walk, on which great abundance of delicate Scotch mutton is produce4 On this effatc Rimds that celebrated relique of antiquity, 
Borthwick Caftle, which Pennant has thus defcribed-— * 

« It is fftuated on a knowl, in the midft of a pretty vale, bounded by hills covered with com and woods, and is a moft pi£Iurelque 
« fcene. It confifts of a vaft fquare tower, ninety feet high, with fquare and round baftions at equal diftances from it’s bafe. The ftate 
^ rooms are on the firft ftory, once accelEble by a draw*bridge. Some of the aparunents were very large: the hail forty feet long, and 
“ had it*s mufick-galleryi the roof lofty, and once adorned with paintings. This caftle was built by a Lord Borthwick, once a potent 
family. In the vault lies one of the name, in armour and a little bonnet, with his l$4y by him : on the fide are numbers of little 
elegant human figures.’’

BASILDON PARK

THIS new and fuperb manfiony tiic fmt of Sir Feancis SykeS) Bart, is fituated in a fine park, near the village of Bafddon, in the 
county of Berks ; at the diftancc of about nine miles frcan Reading, and forty-live from London. 

The eftate f:>r[nerly belonged to iiord Vane 5 but the houfe is cntircly ncw-cre^cd, by Carr of York, for Sir Feanois Sykes, the 
prefent proprietor, on the principle of Wentworth Houfe, in YorkOure. 

The whole execution docs great credit to Bie abilities of the ardiite^, and the liberality of his employer. Nodiing has, indeed, 
been neglet^ed, to render Basilook one of die moH fplendid feats in the kingdom. 

The cieling of the grand faloon is ornamented with ftucco, mi pinked in very bcautifolly i and die walls are painted in imitation of 
baflb-relievo, in a moft maftcrly ftyle, by Monfieur De Bruyn. 

The grounds are laid out with an elegance fuitai to the grandeur and magoificenoe of the houfe | which commands a line view ^be 
beautiful wlhdings of the Thames, and has many odier local advantages.

DOLGELLY. 


PLATE tXU 


THE town of DolgellVi in Mcrionethlhire, North Wj|les, is fituated in a fertile and beautiful valley of the fame name) encircled 
by lofty mountains, the moft confpicuous of whioH is the famous Cader Idris. This mountain rifes immediately from the town, to a 
pointed fummit; and is nearly half a mile in perpendicular height, from the level of the river. 

In the neighbourhood of DotOELLV, there are three remarkable falls of water, all of which are well worth vifiting: they arc called, 
Dol y Myllyn; the Spout of Cayne i and the Fall of the River Mothvaye. The firft is about five miles from the town j the other two 
are within five hundred yards of each other, and about two miles beyond the former. 

The furrounding country is bold and terrifick, and delightfully yariegated with wood, rocks, and innumerable cafcades. It is a moft 
defirable fpot for a painter, as it boafts of every fpectes of fcenery neceffary to mark the fublimeft fubjedls in nature. 

Dolgelly, which is two hundred and five miles diftant from London, carries on a groat trade with Shrewibury, in webs j and has a 
famous manufadlory for kid*gIoves. The inhabitants are well fupplied with proyifions, by a good market, on Tuefdtys. 

On the mountains around Dolgelly, there are abundance of red and black g^e; and the vallies abound with vaft numbers of 
partridges and hares. Nature has certainly been more bountiful to this fpot, than is generally the ^afe in North Wales. The com- 
bination of plenty and grandeur, form a popular and juft chara^criftick of Doi.GBl.l.y,

CAMDEN PLACE. 


PLATE LXir. 


THIS fcatj which ftands in the county of Kent, on the weft-fide of Chiflehurft Common, and is about twelre miles diftant from riie 
metropolis, is made femous by two of it’s illuftrious owners: the late venerable Earl Camden, who took his tide from itj and it’s 
former owner, from whom it derives it's name, the great and learned Will. AM CaMDEN, one pf the moft eminent writers, diligent 

antiquaries, and impartial hiftorians, that this or any other country has produced. 

This f-at after the deceafe of the celebrated Camden, was moft probably fold, and paffed into the pofleffion of feveral intermediate 
owners. ' At length, it came into the pofleffion of a Mr. Wefton, and afterwards of Henry Spencer, Efq. who conveyed it by fale to 
Charles Pratt, Efq. created Baron Camden of this place, July i6, 1765. His I.ordfhip was appomted Lord High Chancellor 
of Great Britain the July following, which high office he refigned in the year 1770 } and tetired to this feat, where he made great addi- 
tions and improvements, as well to the houfe itfelf, as to the adjacent grounds. 

Lord Camden was appointed Prefident of the CouikU, March 27, 1782. He refigned, however, at the peace of 1783: but was foon 
after again invited to that important fituation, and held it till his death, which happened on i8th of April 1794. 

This eminent ftatcfman, Arm patriot, and tranfeendent lawyer, was fucceeded by his fon Jeoefrey, Lord Vifcount Bayham, at tha* 
time member for Bathj but now the fccond Earl Camden, and the prefent poffelTor of Camden Place.

BEDFORD, 


PLATE LXIir. 


THE town of Bedford is fituated fifty miles north of London, in a plain, on the River Oufe, and nearly in the centre of the 
county from which it takes it’s name, and of which it is the metropolis. It is extremely anci^it ; for, at this place, the Britons were 
overthrown, after a great battle, in 572, agai^fi Cuthwulf, the Saxon King: and it appears, from Lehuid, that part of the town fouth of 
the river was bulk by Edward the Elder, in 912. It formerly had a caftle of confidcrable firength, built in the time of the Normans, by 
Pagan De Beauchamp, thic^ Baron of Bedford j which King Jcdih took from William De Beauchamp, one of the refraftory barons, and 
beftowed on a favourite named Falco De Brent, or Breant, whom he had raifed from the filiation of a private foldier ; but who fo 
abufed Ae power with which he had Iwcn invefted, that he was fentenced by the judges to pay a fine of three thoufand pounds. This fo 
enraged him, that he fent his brother to bring them prifoners from Dunfiable to Bedford. One only was taken: but, for that out- 
rage, the king refolved to punifh the offenders fevetelyi who, on this occafion, fuftained a fiegc of fixty days, before they furrendered. 
The king thencaufed William De Brent the governor, and brother to Fidco, to be hanged, together with twenty-four knights and eighty 
foldiers, and levelled the fortification to the ground. The fite, which is now a bowling-green, wm afterwards returned, with the dwelling., 
houfe, to William De Beauchamp j part of the materials were given to different perfonsi and, m tradition fays, King John built the 
bridge with the remainder. The credtion of this bridge, however, is alfo aferibed to Henry lU. in the year 1224$ though, prtdiably, 
from the length of time the town had been built, there was a bridge before either of thofe monarchs. 

A Roman road, which entered this county near Potton, paffes through Sandy to Bedford i where it crofies the River Oufe, and ppo* 
ceeds to Newport Pagnell, in Buckinghamfhire. 

The Oufe is navigable to Bedford, which is 3 populous and improving town. IPs chief manufaftures are thread-laec and fi:raw»» 
ware. The two market-days are Tuefday and Saturday; on the latter of which great quantities of grain are difpofed of. 

Bedford contains five j^ifhes; three of them north of the river, which is alfo the borough part, and has long fent two members to 
parli went. It gives the title of Duke to the noble family of Rufiel. 

The town is governed by a mayor, recorder, two bailiffs, twelve aldermen, a town-clerk, and three ferjeants. The bridge, the only 
Rriking obje<St in the town, is one hundred and fixtecn prds long, and confifts of feven arches; but it is fo inconveniently imrrow, that 
two carriages arc unable to pafs willvfofety j and fo fteep, that the drivers cannot fee each other from the oppofite ends. It is kept in 
tolerable repair by the corporation ; who might well afford to widen it, their revenue being very confiderable, and is reported to have 
been lately incrcafed about five thoufand pounds per annum, fey leafes renewed on one eftate only. 

On the pier of the centre arch of the bridge there formerly Hood two gate-houfes, taken down feme time fince; one of them ufed as a 
prifon, the other as a fiore-houfe for the military quartered in the town. Mr. Grofe, in his Antiquities, has a view taken in 1760, v/ith 
both thefc edifices ftanding. There are feveral charitable inftituttons m the townj among the reft, an hofpital for lepers; and there was 
formerly a priory, which has long fmee fallen to decay.

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THIS beautiful mahfionj the feat of RiqttARD Benyon, Efq, is fituatcd in the county of EfTex, near the towu of Rumford, and 
about thirteen miles from London. The houfe, which is a fquare building of brick and ftone, has long been a well-known object: 
from the turnpike-road; from whence, however* fome judicious plantations now partly conceal it. 

The apartments, which arc numerous and convenient, are fitted up with much elegance, particularly the library* and the principal 
drawing-room; both which are of oval forms, and furnifhed in a ftile reficdling- great honour on the tafte and Judgment that dire<Sl:ed 

them. ^ ; 

The grounds and gardens have been lately m^ch improved by extenfive plantations,* as well as by a fine piece of water which the 
great road crofTcs over an elegant bridge of three elliptick arches defigned by Mr. Wyatt; from whofe plan has alfo been eredfed a 
Grecian temple for a cold-bath, which ftrikes every judicious obferver with a ple^fing fenfe of corre£l and degant fimplicity. 

We lament that no point of view could be found, in which either this temple, or the water, might be introduced, without too greatly 
lofing fight of the houfe itfelf. 

The drawing Is taken near the funk fence to the eafi of the houfe ; and for this we arc obliged to Mr, Repton, who refides in that 
neighbourhood: a gentleman who adds to the graces of the pencil, confiderable powers of the pen; and whofe tafte in direifling im- 
provements of interefting fceneiy, fo as to convey to nature every advantage of art, are very generally known and admired.

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WELBECK. 


I»LATE LXVm. 


THIS very famous feat of his Grace the Duke of Portlano, is delightfully fituated in a fine park of the fame name; at the 
dlftance of eight miles from Mansfield, in Nottinghamlhircj and about one hundred and fifty from London. 

Welbeck was formerly an abbey of g|:emonftratenrian monks, founded in the rei^n of King Stephen] and to this abbey all others 

of the fame order, in England, were fubjedt. ' . . 

Part of the ancient edifice is ftill {landing j but it has been moderniz-ed, at different periods, as convenience required, by the late and 
prefent Dukes of Portland i who have alfo formed the adjacent fields into a fine park, well {locked with deer, and containing fome 
of the largefl trees in England. An old oak, in particular, on the fouth-fide of Welbeck Park, has a road cut in the centre large 
enough to admit the p^age of a family carriage; and a coach and fix horfes are faid tbhave been adually driven through it. 

The bottom of a long winding valley, leading from the houfe through the wood, being of a boggy nature, it was dug, by the Duke’s 
direaions, to a proper depth, and formed into a noble and fpacious lake, which winds in an eafy and bold courfe at the foot of fcveral fine 
woods 5 whence the water prefents itfelf, in a truly pidlurefque manner, from many different points of view.^ 

The rooms at Welbeck arc magnificently furniihedj and they contam a lar^e coUeaion of capital paintings, by the moft celebrated 

mailers. 
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KENILWORTH* CASTILE. 
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THIS remain of ancient grandeur is fjtuated nearly In the middle of Warwicldhire, five miles and a h^ from Warwick, about d» 
lame diftance from Coventry, smd ninety miles from London. 

Kenilworth, fometimes corruptly called KittiNO worth, was before frje Conqueft a member of Stonelyj being an andent de- 
mefne of the crown, and hadacaftle near the banks of the Avon, on a place called Horn Hill, in the woods oppofiteStonely Abbey, but 

which was entirely demolilhed during the wars between Edmund Ironfide and Canute the Dane. , 

This view is the remain of a caftle began by Geoffrey de Clinton, chamberlain and treafiirer to Henry I. in whofc family, however, 
it did not long continue} for, toward the end of John’s reign, it was garrifoned by the king, who exploded much money in repairs. 
Henry III. alfo repaired and beautified it, at |reatcoft; and, in his twenty-eighth year, granted it, as a portion with his fitter Eleanor, 
to Simon Montfort, Earl of Leicefter. The Earl being killed at the battle of Evelham, his fon garrifoned and fortified the cattle, leaving 
tlie command to Henry de Haftings, who gallantly withftood a fiege of fix months, by an army under the king in perfon. At length, 
however, worn out by difeafes, and their proVifions being nearly exhaufted, th!|>tave garrifon were compelled to furrender. In the 
feventh year of Edward I. Roger Mortimer, Earl of March, held a tournament liere, at which were one hundred knights, and as many 
ladies } who ftiled themfelves the Society of the Round Table. Here, alfo, the unfortunate Edward ](L was kept a prifoner} and, du- 
ring his confinement, renounced his right to the crown, 

’ Towards the end of Richard the Second’s reig'n, John of Gaunt, to whom the caftle came by marriage, added that part Hill called 
Lancafter Buildings. His fon becoming King of England, the caftle again revertid to the crown, and fo continued till the fif* year of 
the reign of Elizabeth ; wdien Ihe' granted' it to her fevourite, Leicefter, who fpared no expence in enlarging and beautifying it } adding 
the Gate-houfe, the Gallery, and Mortimer’s Towers, as well as that magnificent pile, called Leicefter Buildings; the whole of which, 
coft him upwards of 6o,oool. This being done, he, in July 157S, entertained the Queen and her court for feyenteen days, at an im- 
menfe expence } the particulars of which entertainment may be feen in « Lanckam’s Letter," and the « Princely Pleafures of Kenilworth 
Caftle.” In the civil wars, it was fold by the parliament; and the lead, with other materials, being removed, has caufed it rapidly to 
decay. But, even in jt’s.prefent ftate, the remains of it’s ancient grandeur are very confpicuous} and, on a furvey, it was found to 
contain feven acres within 'it’s walls, iln it’s original fpiendor, ftiere was alfo a poo], near it’s walls, of one hundred and eleven acres, 

through which ran feveral ftreams, abounding widj fifh and fowl. , 

In the diftance of this view, which is taken from the weft, appears the Gate-houfe j and, in front, that mafiy pile, called Csfar’s 
Tower ; probably, the part built by Clinton, fome of the walls of wliich are eighteen feet thick : inorc to the right, are Lancafter Build, 
ings ; and, between botli, ftaiids a part of Leicefter Buildings. 

For the annexed view, we are indebted to the pencil of the ingenious Mr. Jeayes, of Coventry j who lias given every part of this 
famous remain of antiquity, ail the accuraev which the finallnefs of the fize wiU admit. 
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THIS beautiful fcat> long famous as the occafional refidence of ^e late and prcfent Dukes of MAEtBOitot;on> is fituated in a fine 
park, at Langley Green, in Bucklnghamfhire, near the town of Colnbrook in the fame county, within about five miles of Windfor 

Caftle, and eighteen of London* ^ ^ 

The new edifice was begun by file late Duke of Maelboeoitoh} but onc wing is yet wanting to compleat the ftruaure, whi<^ is 
lefs remarkable for grandeur and magnificence than for an elegant fimplicity in file defigh* , 

The houfe is large j the rooms, which are fpacious and noblef are well fitted up and furnifliedi and the furrounding feenes are beauti^ 
fully pi^hirefque and rur^. 

Lanclev Park has lately become file feat of Sir Robert Bateson Haevit, Bart under whofeaufpices it has already receded 
confiderablc improvement. 

While it remained in the hands of the Marlborough it could not be expe8:ed to command equal attention with their favourite 

and fuperb palace of Blenlieim} and the fadf is, that it fupplied Aem with a mere temporary retrwt. . It is, however, moft 

unqueftionably 4 very excellent family manfion i the value of which is not a little enhanced, by it’s proximity to Windfor, and it s ea(y 
difiance from the metropolis. 
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SOUTHAMPTON. 
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THIS celebrated town, the capital of Hampfltit^ is fituated about feventy-eight miles fouth-weft from London, between the Rivers 
Tefe and Itchiugi where they fall into that arm of the fea called Soudiampton Water, which is fo deep as to admit ihips of five hundred 

tons. Both thefe rivers are navigable a confiderable way into the country.. 

Southampton is fuppofed w be on or near the feite of the Roman ftation, odled Claufentums as a variety of coins, and other re- 
mains of antiquity, are often difcqvered. It was pfiAably much reduced by the Daniih wars j for William the Conqueror had only 
eighty in demefiie ui this town. -Various are the opinions as to foe origin of it’s prefent name j but Camden, on foe^uthority 

of Doomiday Book, gives it as of pure SaxMi origin. 

In 1338, the town was deftroyed by a party of French— or, as others fay, Genoefc— pirates, hewied by the King of Sicily’s fon. The 
inhabitant^ who fied at their approach, being affifted by foe country people, they returned at day-break, and drove the pirates to their 
(hips, with tlw lofs of force hundred men, and their commander} but not before they had fet fire to the town. It foon arofe, howevery 
like a phoenix, from it’s afltes } for we fin^ by foe rolls of parliwnent, 1 gfo Edward III. that it was next yew ordered to be fortified, 
wider the direkion of Sir Richard Talbot. Stow and Leland give very particular accounts of both tliefe tranfaaions. 

The town was incorporated by Henry II. and King John} and Henry VI. made it a county of itfelf, independent of foe Lord Licute- 

ant of the (hire. It is rendered remarkable by Canute’s rebuke to his flatterers } by Henry V. having muftered his afmy here, when 
h^fitft invaded France } by the embarkation of foe Emperor Charles V. and foe landing ^Philip of Spain, on his coming to efpoufo 
Oueen Mary. In Camden’s time, it was femous for being a great refort of mcrchantt } as well as for foe number and wealth of it’s in- 
l^itants and the peculiar neatnefs of the buildings, which ftill render it dcfervedly celebrated. The principal ftrect, one of the 
breldeft ’in En^^land, is three quarters of a mile long, and well paved on each fide. The corporation, acco(ding to it's laft charter, 
nted bv Charks I. confifts of a mayor, nine juftices, a focrifF, two baillfFs, twenty-four common-counciimen, and as many burgeffes. 
^Southampton is much frequented, both for heal* and pleafure } and in the accommodation for bathing, and publick amufements, 
' • • fc’rior to none of foe watering-places. The country round is beautifully piaurefque, particularly about Netley Abbey ; from the 
pafo w which place this view of foe town is taken. The paflage, by water, to the Me of Wigh^ about fifteen miles diftant, is moft 

ThirSlvn"fcrds two members to patiiament; and there ire' three markeudays in foe week, with, four annual fairs. It hat five 
churches befiks feveral other places of worlhip; a free-fchqol, founded by Edward VL a charity-fchool, for foe education of thirty 
boys, fupported by voluntary fubfcriptlon} and an hofpital, called God’s Houfe. The walls and gates, which remain, are well worthy 

the attemion of the curious. 
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HOLWOOD HOUSE. 
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THIS plain and unoftentatious feat of die Right Honourable William Pixt> has long been diftinguilhcd by the name of Hot- 
WOOX> Houss, which it.derives from that of the hill on which it is crcacd. It is pkafantly fituatcd in the paiiih of Kefion, in the 
county of Kent, about five miles from Bromley, and fourteen from London* 

In the year 1673, Hot woo© House was the property of Capt, Richard Pearchj who fettled it,, in at the marriage of his 
niece, Elizabeth W^hiiffiuig, with Nathaniel Galton, of Beckenham, Ef<|* on them and their h^irs*. 

It came afterwards Into the poffefRoh of Sir Peter Barrel, of Beckenham; who conveyed it to Mr., William Rofs, of London; from 
whom it pafTed to Robert Burrow, Efq* At length it became the property of Mr* Randall; who fold it, feme yean to the, 
lUght Honourable WtLLLAM Pitt, the prefent pofTefTor* 

At Holwood Hill, in this parifli, and near Mr. Pitt^ houfe,, are the remains of a, large and ftrong Roman fortification, Rill called 
C^far’s Camp. It is of an oNong form, cewnmanding an ciitenfive view on every fide ; the area of which is partly en^lt^ed with ram-* 
piers and double ditches, of a vaft height and depth, efpecially on the fouth and weft Tides. It is To large as to be nearly two miles in 
compafs, containing about one hundred acres of greand, and muft have been the work of much time and many hands. 

Holwood House is handfbmely fitted up, and furnifhed j and, wifo th|5 very pleafanj: grounds, has been confiderablyimproycd fince

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‘N£W SARt^M, or SALISBURY, in Wiitftiire, of which it Is t|je oapitaj, and a biftop’afee* It Is a large, dm <ut|v well- 
built, at confluence of the Rivers Avon, Bourn, Naddcr, and Willy, eighty-three miles diftani: from Loiidoni and is fiippdi«l to 
owe ^^s foundation to a contendon for power betwe^ ^ Earl and Bifliop of Old Sarinn, die latter of 
fronr the pdpe, by virtue of whidi he tefliited die church to the fpot where it now ftands j and a temporary chapd, m honour of the 
Virgin, was fp far advanced, that Ridiard Poor% then Blfhop, celebrated diiHine fervicc in it,'amJ t^jrfecmttd 
on the feaft of die Trinity 1219} and, at Michaehnas, in 1225, confccratcd three altars in die new cathedral*^; After this, the dd 
city ’Was defert^ very faft, and a tarter of incorporation given by Henry HI, widi a grant from Edward the III* to turn the 
great weftern road through the new city, compleated the deftruaion of Old Saturn. ^ ‘ 

SAtxsBURY is greatly famed for It's beautiful cathedral, the height of which exceeds ^t of St* Paul's, at London* Sir Chrifto- 
pher Wren fays, the whole pile is large and magnificeht> and inay be juftly accounted one of the hdl: patterns of ahddfieaure of the 
age wherein it was built s and die thorough repair it has lately had, under die^llre<^ion of the celebrated Mr* Wyat^ renders it the 
moft compleat builcHng of the kind in this kingdom. The upper part of the tow£r, and it's elegant fpire, are ftippofed to have been added 
about two hundred years after the body of it was built 1 which is faid to have as many doors as there are months in die year, as many 
windows as days, aiid as many majf|)le fhafts as hours i it contains fcveral handfome monuments, and a good Hbratyj a fine - window 
of ftained glafsi by Pearfon, from a defign by Mortimer. There is alfo a good ring of bells In a fteeple detached, as it was, though 
the ^ire would not have ftrengdi enough, the ftones with which it is built being but about four inches thick. The Chapter-houfe, 
which is a very extraordinary edifice, highly deferves the minute infpeaion of the curious. 

Theftre^of Salisbury are in g<?nera| fpacious, and at right angles j and through many of them |pns a ftream of water* Here 
are three diurches befides the cathedral s and in the market-place, which is very large, is an elegant new town.-houfe, built by die Earl 
pf Radnor* This city is remarkable for the many boarding- fihocis in it, particulady/or ladies. It's nianida^ares are flannels and 
druggets, a cloth fi?r die Turkey tjradc, called Salifbufy Whites 5 alfo bgne-Iace, and cutlery* There are market^ on Tuefdays and 
Saturda)re, ufually wdll fupplled* It has feveral fairs in the year j befides one every fortnight, from ten daysSe^re Chriftmas.to Lady 
Day, for cat^* Here are dute charitywfchoolsj an afylum for tdergymen's widows, called die MaOrons College^ and feveral other 
bene vdent inflitudonS. 

The River Avon is navigable to within a fliort diftance of this cityj which is governed by a mayor, high-fteward, recorder and his 
deputy, twenty-four aldermen, thirty common-council, town-clerk, and three ferjeants at mace.

THE village of Mati-ock occupies a moft romantic fituation in Derbylhire, in the neighbourhood of that l^pendpus pile 
of rocks called the Tot, on the banks of the Derwent,, which is here a limpid ftream wandering among broken fragments of 
earth in the moft fantaftic manner, forming a fcenery altogether piautefque and delightful. The fojl is however wild and 
birren; but that for which this place 4 s moft celebrated, is the unufual petrifying property, of its wann.fprlnff, ond t^ valt 
maffes of petrifadions that every where interrupt their courfe, fuch as am not to be found in any other part of the ktng^ s 
thefe are manufaSured for ornamental furniture, into vafes, obeliiks, &c, and may 1» confidered as a ftaple commodi^ qf the,
